A MYTH. 


The Depew-Vanderbilt Interview 
Pronounced a Hoax. 


Gossip of Wall Street Speculators on the 
Parts Recently Played by Jay Gould and 
Mackay—Saratoga Gambling—The Feeling? 
Against the Western Union. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

SARATOGA, August 17.—A story is afloat of the 
origin of the Depew-Vanderbilt interview which 
was prepared here a few davs ago and distributed 
among the New York papers for circulation. The 
reporter who was supposed to have helda e¢on- 
versation with these gentlemen was, of course, a 
myth. His questions as well as his answers were 
the workof Mr. Depew. The story runs thus: 
Some time ago when Mr. Vanderbilt quiet- 
ly unloaded = and “sneaked” out of 
the market, putting his stock on 


his friends as well as on the general buyers, Mr. 
Chauncey M. Depew thoucht it a good opportun- 
ity to make a fortune on the market. Mr. Depew 
went into extensive transactions with a pool, of 
which H. N. Smith, Wm. K. Vanderbilt and others 
were members. Their idea was that prices were 
all going up and they bought largely of the Van- 
derbilt stocKs, the Villara stocks and Western 
Union. When the Western Union strike com- 
menced and business became stagnant the. pool 
WAS IN A BAD WAY. 
Then came the indication of 2 panie: Depew 
was compelled at last to admit to Mr. Wm. H. 
Vanderbilt that he had been speculating largely, 
and did not see his way out unless Mr. Vanaerbilt 
would stand in the breach and do something to 
help the market. It is said that Mr. Vanderbilt 
was ln.a towering passion. He told Depew that 
he did not Know enough to make a stock specu- 
lator, and that William Kywas a d—n—well, not 
a wise young man. He woula give no money, he 
said: not a dollar. He had got ria of all his 
stock because he had foreseen that, with com- 
peting routes, overtrading, inflated prices, and 
the labor troubles. the prices 
MUST TUMBLE DOWN, 
and he wanted to get out of the way. He was 
not going to getin again to help a lot of seuseless 
babies. At last he consented to a joint stock in- 
terview, calculated, as the unfortunate speculators 
believed, to help the bull side of the market. It 
Was ho good, however, and the Depew, Smitii, 
William K. pool is a heavy loser. The recent 
flurry in New York has been felt here on an exé 
aggerated scale. The establishment of branches 
of stock brokers’ offices here, doing a blackboard 
business, after a fashion of the pool rooms, has 
Kept up a constant grumbie among the guests of 
the several hotels for the past two or three years. 
Men who 
PRETEND TO GO TO SARATOGA WITH THEIR 
FAMILIES : 

for pleasure, rest, fashion, health or whatever the 
excuse may be, spend ail their days in these 
gambling houses, leaving the ladies to take care 
of themselves as they can. It has been a gross 
annoyance and trouble to the female visitors, 
The evil to them has been much worse than in 
New York, sihce the Saratoga idleness 
HAS SHARPENED THE APPETITE FOR GAMBLING, 
and held men dowr to close slavery at the black- 

yard. There are a great many blank counte- 
nances to-day at the hotels, There-is a rumor 
here that A. B. Cornellis a heavy loser by West- 
ern Union and other stocks. It is said thatin one 
efice in New York he had 25,000 shares of 
Western Union to bts account. When the worst 
detiine took place he weakened, ana instructed 
his broker to offer the whole block to Jay Gould 
at72. The stock was then 73 to 73'4 without 
many purchasers. Mr. Gould is said to have 
Known that the stock was Cornell’s and declined 
to buy. Yet Mr. Gould has sold 5,000 shares to 
Cornell not very long at 8514, and would on these 
have pocketed a profitof $67,500. Everybody here 
believes that one of the principal causes of the 
feeling against the Western Union is to be found 
in the presence of 4 man like A. B. Cornell in the 
board of directors. He is regarded as a model 
fraud. While Governor of the State and ambi- 
tious for a re-election he posed as an anti- 
monopolist. Yet he has been all the time 
at heart in favor of monopolies and 
would be a monopolist of a most grasping and in- 
solent character, if he only had the opportunity. 
ihe Western Union Company foolishly put him 
on the committee to arrange a settlement with 
the operators before the strike commenced; this 
Stamped the committee atonce as an offensive 
one. It was not forgotten that Cornell had been 
one of the most arbitrary and unyielding of the 
Western Union airectors: when the strike of 1870 
took place during Mr. William Orton’s absence in 
Europe, It is reported here that 

MR. MACKAY WAS INDUCED 
to go into the Postal Telegraph Company by rea- 
son of his feud with D. O. Mills. He dis- 
covered that Mills had agreed to stand firmly 
by the Western Union with pecuniary aid to any 
reasonable amount. That, it 1s said, determined 
him to take up the Postal Telegraph Company’s 
cause. Jim Keene said that Mackay gave his 
friend Jerome “points” before the bargain was 
concluded to enable him to make some money out 
ofit. There isa bitter fignt against D. O. Milis 
by all the California party who were ardent friends 
of poor Ralston. A close friend of Mr. Mackay’s 
who is here states that Mackay has no thought 
of 
STICKING TO THE TELEGRAPH BUSINESS. 

His plan is to build lings competing at every point 
with the Western Union, to construct them down 
to the hard pan price, and then to offer them to 
the Government at a fair but handsome profit,

The Water-Works Investigation 
Reveals Strange Facts. 


Real Estate Transactions that Flavor of 
Jobbery—Supt, Chaphe’s Alleged Neg- 
lect of Duty for the Purpose of Specu- 
lating—His Property Acquisitions Near 
the Works—A Sale to the City—The 
Smelling Committee’s Report. 


A Post-DisPATcH reporter dropped into Mr. 
E. C. Slevin’s law office this morning and found 
him busily engaged preparing the report of the 
committee of the House of Delegates recently ap- 
pointed to investigate the causes that led to the 
shortage in the water supply a few weeks 
ago. Mr. Slevin is chairman of the com 

mittee, and has a mass of facts and figures 
which will be placed before the House to-night. 
The committee spent one day at the works at Bis- 
sell’s Point, and besides carefully examining the 
machinery took the testimony of Superintendent 
A. J. Chaphee, Commissioner Whitman, Collector 
John D. Stevenson and Charles Peel, engineer at 
Belcher’s Sugar Refinery, who held the position 
of mechanical engineer at the Water Works for 
the past six years. The investigation was pushed

contained in the statements made by witnesses, if 
witnesses they can be called, and inquiring into

“How did you find everything at the works? 
the Post-DisPATCH reporter asked. e 
“Oh, everything seemed to be all right,” was 
Mr. Slevin’s answer, as he laid down his pencil 
and tilted back in his chairto give his visitor au- 
dience. “We looked into the matter as far as We 
possibly could, and have arrived at certain col- 
clusions and recommendations which will be sub- 
mitted to-night.

“Partially to defective valves, and partially to 
the fact that the engines are not made to work 
up to anything like their full capacity. Why, 
during the time that the water supply was the 
lowest and the danger of famine was most immi- 
nent, we ascertained that the quantity pumped 
was smallest. During that critical portion of the 
summer tie average number of gallons pumped 
daily was not more that 29,000,000, when 1t should 
have been about 33,000,000 to meet the public re- 
quirements. If No. 1 and No. 3 engines had been 
put to work the yield ought to have been 40,500,000 
gallons daily.” 

“Can you account for the low average you have 

ven?’ 
ane one way and another yes. Commissioner 
Whitman told us that the valves used to force the 
water into the main leading to the tower were 
quickly worn out by the grit and sand in the water

Yesterday morning at an early hour the 
pleasing spectacle was presented of a party 
of city officials and their friends starting off 
on an alleged fishing excursion in two of the 
city’s ambulances. The cortege took up the 
line of marqh from the corner of Broadway 
and Washington avenue, at which point a 
liberal supply of beer and edibles was 
hoisted on board for sylvan consumption. 

City Marshal Emin Tuomas was there 
and Police Commissioner KINKEAD and the 
Mayor’s genial and jovial brother and a host 
of other gentlemen more or less identified 
with the city’s affairs. It wasa nice party, 
and we have every reason to believe that the 
gentlemen enjoyed themselves in an old- 
fashioned, free and easy way.

The city of 
St. Louis is not so rich nor so prosperous 
that it can afford to provide its servants with 
vehicles and teams for junketting purposes. 
The official whois responsible for the care 
of the city ambulances should be severely 
reprimanded for permitting two of them to 
be used by the junketting party yesterday. 
This may seem like small business. But it 
is small business for men in the employ of 
the city, when ‘‘on pleasure bent,” to help 
themselves to materials which du not belong 
to them. 

Mayor EwInG could do the city a service 
by putting a stop to this business, so far as 
it lies in his power. We look to him at least 
to reprove the gentlemen who appropriated 
the city ambulances yesterday. 


CAMPAIGNS LIES, 

The Republicans have started an old-fash- 
ioned Posey County campaign of lies in Ohio 
and Iowa. Gov, Foster led off with a 
statement that Judge HOADLY had declared 
that his nomination for Governor had cost 
him $50,000. The Judge denounced the 
statement as false and demanded Gov. Fos- 
TER’S authority. When the name of the no- 
torious ‘“Jayhawker,’’ correspondent of the 
Enquirer, was given that name alone was 
sufficient to justify a verdict of ‘not prov- 
en.” But “Jayhawker”’ himself admitted 
that Judge HoapLy had made no such dee- 
laration. He tried, however, to let himself 
and Gov. Foster down easy by detailing an 
alleged conversation with HoapLy,in which 
the latter seemed to’ admit that he had 
bought the -nomination. Judge HoApLy 
telisa New York Jlerald man that when

as alleged. Whien asked if there was any 
conversation at all about the cost of the 
nomination Judge HOAnDLy replied: 

Not a word, not one single word; nothing 
of the kind.

THE Sedalia Democrat is good enough to 
attempt to explain why it is that there isa 
deep-seated hostility in interior Missouri to 
the city of St. Louis.

Here it is: : 

We believe the cause is two-fold, arising first 
from the contempt shown the people of this State 
and the contumely heaped upon them by certain 
metr opolitan newspapers; and second, from the 
lack of reciprocity between city merchants and 
country customers, The weaithiest business men 
of Chicago are on terms of personal intiniacy with 
many of the leading merchants of this section, 
while the business men of St. Louis are only 
Known by reputation. ‘There is no more cor- 
diality, no more sympathy between the leading 
interests of St. Louis and the magnificent inter- 
ests Ol the interior than there is between Mon- 
terey and Quebec. Whevever a bill is pending 
before the Legisiature respecting the grain in- 
spections, for instance, every prominent member 
of the Merchants’ Exchange has himself inter- 
Viewed—from Web M. Samuel aown—and takes 
occasion to refer to the legislators as “d——d 
grangers” and “d——d fools,” and “dangerous 
Bourbons,” and “infernal Rebels.” This sort of 
thing has universally characterized the dealings 
of St. Louis with the Interior, and, as a conse- 
quence, the interior has no pride Whatever in the 
development of its metropolis. Certain citizens 
of St. Louis have referred to the Sunday clause of 
the Downing bill as “a granger law.” The 
grangers have acvepted the responsibility and are 
atvending to its enforcement. 


A society should at once be organized here 
for the purpose of cultivating friendly re- 
lations with the agrestic and rural sections 
of the State. Otherwise we may be cut off 
in the flower of our wickedness one of these 
days and left to starve. If the prejudice 
against the city continues to grow as it has 
grown during the past year we may be com- 
pelled to seek the protection of Illinois. We 
understand that some of our large brewers 
are in favor now of having the city annexed 
to the Sucker State.

Judge Craig, in the opinion, 
said: ‘‘The certificate only entitles the holder to 
attend the meetings of the Board and deal in the 
various products of the country, but he is not en- 
titled under it to any dividends or pecuniary pro- 
fits; though a valuable privilege it is not property, 
and ts not subject to sale for the mémber’s debts. 


It is a right which may be regarded as. valuable, 
and which has.a market value but it is a right 
which cannot be divided or destroyed, except by 
the Board itself, or a failure of the member to con- 
form to its rules and regulations,. and itis not 
transferable, except the assignee is approved by 
the votes of at least ten directors. This member- 
ship is like the membersliip of a church, with its 
privileges, and the membership in Masonic and 
other social or zations, and licensés to carry

Just a little 
nerth of Thirteenth street the old lady wag dis- 
covered, and it took but very little questioning to 
evolve the fact that not only was she suffering 
from an attack of chattel mortgage ov the furni- 
ture, but also that she had it very bad, and that 
unless 4 miracle happened, a coliapse of house- 
keeping was the inevitabie and not far distant re- 
sult. 

“Last January,” she began, “I had a ‘tack of 
malaria that kKep’ me in bed fo’ three months, 
Business fell off, an’ Lhad to borry.

Without such a law, 
many persons would have been turned into the 
streets by the rapacity of t..eir landlords, been 
retused supplies by their butcher, baker and 
grocer, and [n sickness been denied medicine and 
attendance, and the only person who does assist 
them in such a time is held up to scorn; and why? 
Because he is a pubile benefactor. Our experi- 
ence has been that « mortgage is oftencr a _ biess- 
ing than otherwise. If those who have thanked 
us for our considerate treatment of them should 
be enumerated, they would outnumper the sbift- 
less grumblers twenty to one. We have never 
made a mortgage for a man without his wife’s 
consent, or to a wife without her husband’s con- 
sent.

That there are hard- 
ships for some borrowers cannot be denied, for 
which sickness, drink, laziness or extravagance is 
tle cause, If some of those who are 80 keen to 
throw dirt at the money-lender will use their wits 
to devise some better plan of relief for the bor- 
rower, they will merit greater respect from the 
public. e have frequent calls tor assistance 
which we are unable to grant, and if any of our 
wealthy citizens will leave their address at our 
office and agree te assist such as seem worthy, 
we will heartily join in their efforts.

After considering the plans of Thomas Walsh 
for upwards of three weeks, and vainly endeavor- 
ing to induce that gentleman to sign the terms of 
the contract. the directors of the Music Hall and 
Exposition Association, after a protracted ses- 
sion last night, made public the statement that 
necotiations with Mr. Walsh were atanend. A 
Pos?-DisPATCH reporter met Mr. Samuel Ken- 
uard this morning and asked: 

“Are the Walsh plans out of the question 
now?” 

“Yes, we are through with them, and sha!! pro- 
ceed to consider others that are before us.”’ 

“When do the directors meet again?” 

“We meet at 11 o’olock this morning and shall 
continue in session unti] December 1if we don’t 
work faster than we have so far.” 

A reporter ¢alled upon Mr, Walsh this morning 
and had an extended talk with him, in which the 
history of his failure to accept the contract came 
out. 


MR. WALSH. 
offered to puild an exposition buliding for $400,- 
000, in accordance with his own plans and specifi- 
cations. ‘Lhe plans and specifications have since 
been altered and the cost increased by additions 
recommended by Shaler Smith, aud Joseph 
Givens the builder, and by the directors. These 
changes would cust about twenty-five thousand 
dollars mofe. Mr. Walsh offered. to give 
bond in the sum of $50,000 that the 
building could be carried out for the sum 
named by him. but the proposed changes 
inereased the cost, and all Mr. Walsh asked was 
that the additional cust be added. Mr. Walsh 
firmly believes thatthe cost of we building with 
the addition will not exceed $400,000, but wants a 
margin to secure his bondsmen against losses by 
contractors’ faiitures, by strikes of mechanics, or 
by cyclones or other acts of Providence. He, 
therelore, under these circumstances, caunot 
ask his securities to sign a _ bond 
without a (margin for their protection. 
The contract offered, is a very binding one, and 
altogether without precedent, as it gives the full 
power to the directors to make all contracts, to 
reject or receive all material, with the approval of 
the architect.

The directorg after extended consultation se- 
lected from the twenty-six local plans before 
them, those sumitted by Thomas Walsh,C. k, 
Ramsey, George ©. Barnet, Isaac Taylor, J. B. 
Li ge, Yungenigidt and Jansen. . 

li is given out in a semi-official mannér that the 
plans of C. K. Ramsey have been second choice 
allalong. The’ building as designed by bim can 
be put up for censiderably less than $400,000 So 
strong is the probability of its final adeption, that 
a description of it, as furnished the directors ina 
private pamphibt sigued ‘“Paraboia,” is not inap- 
propriate, and will at least prove readable: 

THE UILDING, AS DESIGNED 
will have an extreme depth of 468 feet, by 323 feet 
wide at the cenjer, to the outside of the entrances 
vn Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, and 304 
feet on the Olive street freut, 

The main froyt will be on Olive street, the eleva- 
tiou of whieh is entirely original in design, in the 
classical style, into whieh are introduced some 
feutures of the flueen Anne. The lower portion 
forming the base wiil be of rough-faced stone, as 
will also be the cause with the first story of the cen- 
tral division, containing the grand,entrance. The 
caps of the arches and trimmings will be of terra 
cotta. With these exceptions 4)l the remainder 
of the exterior will be of brick, with terra cotta 
mage on As seen from the exterior, the build- 
ing will be divided into three parts. the central 
division comtaining the main ehtrance fall, with 
conservatory over it, and the great music hall; 
ot Aaa side divisions will contain the exhipition 

alls. 

On entering the building ticket offices will be 
found on éach side of the entrance. From the 
vestibule the visitor will enter a fine bali on the 
ground floor, from which he can pass directly to 
the lower exhibition halls, and by side entrances 
to the lower seats in the auditorium of the great 
music hall. On each side of the grand entrance 
hail will be seen an opening twenty-six fleet in 
width, containing stairways composed ot broad, 
easy steps, twelve feet wide, leading te the nrst 
or inain floor of the building, On arriving at the 
head of the stairway the great hall will forma 
very striking feature, having on the Olive street 
front the maguificent conservatory, with its glass 
rovof, contaunng reck work, flowers, fountains, 
ete., and on the other hand the main entrances, 
three jn number, to the great music hall. 

THE FLOOR OF THE CONSERVATORY 
will be rendered moreuanly impervious to water, 
by being constructed of brick urches, on which 
will be placed a thick layer of asphaitum and a 
tile floor. At the southwest corner of this floor 
will be found the general offices and directors’ 
rou, Which separate staircase and private en- 
tranes from Fourteenth street. The great music 
hall will oceupy the center of this floor, with the 
main exhibition halls on either side of it. By this 
arrangement the music hall will be entirely re- 
movea from the annoyance and interruption of 
street noises. The smali hall will be placed in 
the rear on the St. Charles street side of the build- 


ing. 
THE SEATS 
in the music hall will be arranged In such a man- 


‘rner asto bring them ail below the level of the 


main fluer, thus affurding unequaled facilities for 
extending that floor over the whole surface of the 
hall, without the nepeaaity of disturbing the seats, 
By this method it will cost. less to lay the extra 
floor than to remove and replace the chairs, when 
the consequent deterierativun is taken into ac- 
count. 

Auple provision is made for means of exit from 
the hall, so that anything like a dangerots resuit 
from a panic among the audience is reudered im- 

ossible. ln consaquence of the considerable rise 
n the seats towards the rear of tie hall, the 
architect has been enabled to extend the few 
last tiers into a gallery ruuning for some distance 
along the sidesofthe hall on the leveiof the 
main floor of the building, from which eight 
spaces of nine feet wide, are available as places 
of exit on each side. From the lower portion of 
the main augitorium there are four on each side, 
also nine feet wide, From the upper gallery there 
are-five on each side of similar width, and three 
doors in the rear wall, while inthe rear of the 
hall, on the main floor, there are three doorways 
reper, each ten feet in width, making alto- 
gether forty separate spaces or doorways whieh 
can be used as exits frum the hall in case of neces-

A DEAD’NER. 


So the Prosecution Says of the 
New Point Discovered. 
ssonnepadilibiiimsscnatiin 
The Conditions Granting the Saloon Men the 
Privileges of the Act of 1857 Never Com- 
plied with—Disposition of To»Day's Cases. 


A new point which will paralyze the defense 
set up by the saloon-keepers, if substantiated, 
has just been discovered by Prosecuting Attorney 
Claiborne, and will probably bring the defense to 
a sudden stand still. The jrepresentatives of the 


State are jubilant over the discovery and say that 
it leaves the suloon men without a leg to stand on, 
The line of defense so far has been that the sa- 
loon-keepers were justifiedin keeping open for 
the sale of refreshments, not distilled, by the law 
of 1857. It was claimed ft the defense 
that that law authorized the citizens of 
the cities of St. Louis County to test the senti- 
menyt on this question by election and that this 
was done aud the majority found to be in favor of 
availing themselves of the privilege granted Dy 
the statutes. The point now made is that the 
conditions necessary to makethe law of ’57 re- 
sulting and operative were never fulfilled,and that 
the only law now on the beoks aud applicaole 
to this city on the question is the Downing 
lawand its Sunday nth Judge Noonan 
will have this point submitted to him by the prose- 
cution, as acomplete answer to the defense set 
up, When Col, Claiborne was asked to-day what 
importance he attached to the point, be said: “It's 
a dead’ner, sir, and eompletely knocks the defense 
out. [ have been studying this law closely, Here ts 
the first section of the law anprovea March 4, 1857; 

“Be it enacted, That the corporate authorities 
of the diffeient cities in the county of St. Louis 
shall have the power, whenever a majority of the 
‘egal voters of the respective cities in safd county 
authorize them so to do, to grant permission for 
ihe opening of any establishment or establish- 
ments within the corporate limits of said cities 
for the sale of refreshments of any kind (distilled 
liquors excepted), on any day of the week.” 

Now I find that the majority of the voters tn 
this cily never did authorize the corporate author- 
ities to ap permission for the “onening of any 
establishment or establishments within the corpo- 
rate limits of said city for the sale of refresh. 
ments of any kind (distilled liquors excepted) on 
any day of the week.” It is true that at the elec- 
tion held on this question the ned ag | of the 
votes cast on the question were in faver of 
authorizing the autnorities to do se, but that mal 
jority did not constitute the majority oi the lega- 
voters at that election. The vote jo favor of open- 
ing these establishments on any day was 5,051, 
while the total vote cast was 16,000, I think. Iam 
going to get a certified copy of the returns, how- 
ever, and settle the matter definitely, ag it kills

‘This noble bird 
was sold Friday, and was temporarily placed 
inthe yard of a .game fowl fancier, who 
suiled significantly when warned ,that the 
eagle might hurt his fowls. The grim-look- 
ing bird had not beep in the yard long before 
the game cocks began to crow and strut up 
and downin front of the strange visitor. 
lhe eagle sat quietly in the center of 
the yard, apparently unconscious of the 
presence of the noisy game-cocks, until sud- 
denly one of them tlew at him and struck 
him upon one of his wings. 

He looked down upon the little chanti- 
cleer, with a curious, inquisitive glance, 
as much as to inquire what was the mat- 
ter? ‘hen another brave game-fowl struck 
him in the breast, while number one hit 
him on the neck. The noble bird now 
opened his wings with a lazy, leisurely 
swing, erected his chest feathers, and his 
eyes seem to blaze like coals of fire. The 
American eagle was becoming interested in 
the business and rather angry. Again one 
of the gulden|pheasant fowls dashed reckless- 
ly at the eagle, grasping a bunch of feathers 
in its attack. Before it could recover from its 
charge, the eagle had extended one of its 
talons and seized the game-cock by its neck, 
aud by a dexterous swing laid it fluttering 
and quivering beneath its left foot. 

The second game fowl now charged upon 
the huge stranger, whose wings were now 
half opened and lazily rising and falling. As 
the gaine-cock struck it was met with a blow 
from the eagle’s wing, and as ‘it fell was 
caught in the open taluns of the captive foe, 
and Jaid struggling and dying upon the 
ground. The victor did not appear to be the 
least excited, and after thus disposing of its 
troublesome adversaries, lazily stepped to 
one side and seemed to relapse intoa state of 
meditative reflection, every once in a while 
looking down indifferently upon the bloody 
trophies of its power lying dead at its feet. 
These eagles from the islands are mag- 
hiticent specimens of the American national 
bird, are gentle when unprovoked, are 
patient under restraint and easily domes- 
ticated. 


AN AQUATIC MARVEL 


Mr. Fort’s Remarkable Stroll Across the 
Delaware River.

At 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the Dela- 
ware River front between Chestnut and Wal- 
nu: streets fairly swarmed with humanity.

Forcing his way 
through tle crowd, Mr. Ford decended to the 
water and stepped into two small skiffs of a 
peculiar pattern, which were to serve him as 
shoes in his watery walk.

‘Ihe tifle then turned, and gradually 
carried him back again, and at ten minutes 
before seven fe went ashore on the north 
side of the Park, where he was instaptly 
surrounded by an admiring crowd, and two 
burly young wen carried him on their shoul- 
ders to thejbar-room. He returned to the city 
in a row-boat.

THE DESTRUCTION IN ISC@IA. — 


An Ripe. Witeses Describes the Scenes 
That Followed the Karthquake. 

Naples Correspondence Courrier des Etats Unis. 

I will only of Casamiceiola, for I

were able to escape. A hotel called the 
Hotel Sauve was not in the least injured. As 
you see, it was well named. At the moment 
the shock was felt allthe bathers were in- 
doors. The evening was cool. They wate 
in the parlors of the hotels singing, playing 
and chatting, when suddenly the ceilings 
came down and the people were thrown into 
the very foundations of the houses. 
How shall I describe the spectacle that 

presented itself to my eyes when | entered 
he town? Imagine enormous piles of mas- 
onry forming barricades in the street, walis 
Still standing, beams pointing skyward 
broken furniture,yawning abysses, confu 
and entangled masses of planks and beams; 
and all this throughout an immense extent of 
streets and piled up almost perpendicularly. 
On approaching the ruins eries for help and 
piercing shrieks could be distinctly heard. 
All through the night those poor people 
called for help, with nobody to help them. 
Their calls were answered only by calls. The 
greatest difficulty was experie in the 
work of getting out the wounded. The 
houses from which the cries were most dis- 
tinetly heard were first taken in hand. ‘he 
soldiers were admirable in the display of 
courage and self-sacrifice; but unfortunately 
it would have required 10,000 men accustomed 
to such . work to meet the difficulty. 
You have probably seen a work af 
rescue undertaken in a town ° where 
nothing is wanting to save some unfortunate 
workinan buried under a scaffolding or a pile 
of ruins, You koow what a length of time 
and how much trouble and precaution must 
be taken to save the man without endanger- 
ing the lives of those who endeavor to get 
him out. Then fancy the same scene in a 
town completely ruined, where everything is 
wanting, while a scorching sun renders the 
task doubly difficult, and the men must work, 
listening on one side to the cries of the 
wounded men and on the other to the shrieks 
of women, imploring help, wringing their 
hands in despair and tearing their hair. 
When j have pietured such a spectacle 
you will have some idea of what I witnessed 


| during the two days that I remained at 


Ischia. 

On Sunday evening it began to rain, and 
this added tothe difficulty of the situation. 
W hen one has witnessed the scene that Casa- 
micciola presented on that evening in the 
red light of the fires that were started to al- 
low the jaded soldiers to dry themselves 
and todrive away the miasma, no battle- 
field and no bombarded town can have any 
surprise for him. It would be impossible t 
describe all the horrors that I have witnessed. 
Several soldiers were crushed by the falling 
of walls during the work of rescue. 

To render the catastrophe still more horri- 
ble the bodies in the ruins began to decom- 
pose. The Minister of ublic Works, 
who was on the spot, ordered that immense 
graves be dug, into which the bodies were 
thrown after having been covered with 
quicklime. But there are bodies in the ruins 
that cannot be reached. Happily, a steam- 
boat witha oargoof ‘phenic acid arrived. 
This acid was taken from Rome, Naples, and 
nearly ail the cities. It was distributed 
among the soldiers, who threw it into the ru- 
ins. Itis probable that, notwithstanding 
the prayers of those who say that they can 
still hear cries in the ruins, this immense 
charnel house will be covered up. Nothi 
else can be done. To clear away the ruins 
impossible.

Taylor Avenue to be Improved--More Street 
VUpeniags and Car Facilities. 


A Post-DIsPATCH reporter this morning met. 
Mr. A. L. Ryland, an old-time hewspaper man 
and a resident of Cote Briiliante. Mr. Kyland is 
a strong advocate for the creation of an east and 
west botlevard in the west end of town,and to the 
reporter expressed himself as follows: 


Beautiful St. Louis possesses fenough varaie- 
gated territory tor many “boolvarda’’ ou hill, if 
dale, on sloping brow of airy, elevated plagseau. 
This belug so, itis. singular thar all proposals as 
tv such oruamental avenues a:c6 only as to “sonth- 
ern routes” to Forest Park, ora North and South 
drive on Grand avenue. 

Itis amazing that thereis potalk of an east 
and west boulevird north of Olive street, nor one 
west of Grand avenue. 

In former years it has often been shown by the 
press that Grand avenueis too far east for a 
grand drive or boulevard, and that it has been 
destroyed for that purpose by railroad tracks and 
other causes. 

Taylor avenue was frequently referred to as 
possessing in an eminent Ineasure every requisite 
loranorth and south drive, connecting directly 
as it will the cemeteries and thé parks, while 
Grand avenue does pot. 

The location of Taylor avenue, aléng a beauti- 
fui plateau, makes it the most desirable of all that 
have been laid out west of Garrison avenue. 

Those interested in Taylor avenue will be pleased 
to learntbat there is a good prospect of it being 

raded and covered with hard rolled gravel, from 
taston avenue to Lindell boulevard, before next 
winter, in response to the petition of Messrs. 
Cupples, Rea, Pearce,| jusman, Bryan. 
Wolff, and others. In dry weather. it 
is even now one of the most beautiful 
walks and drives. Skirted by beautiful groves, 
vineyards, and cumfortable homesteads . on 
one of those plateaus for which West St. Lours is 
famed, it affords at every point 4 wonderfully fine 
view of the country east and west, with Grand 
avenue away below, fringed petween lines of 
dwellings, and numerous needle-like church 
spires bevond piercing the fogs or ciouts. 

No wonder that the City ag neon and others 
have frequently said that Taylor avenue is 
worthy of notice and cunsideration, in its midway 
location between Grand and Union. aveuues, its 
easy grades and other merits® It is open from 
Ashiand avenue in the north to Laclede avenue 
inthe south, adistance of two miles or’ more, 
ending, within two bloeks @f Ferest Park. 
It should be surveyed and opened further north, 
a hecessity which has been long acknowledged to 
exist. With the improvements contemplateu this

‘orest Park along Taylor avenue, reaching that 
elevated drive by Page, Bell, Finney, Fairfax, 
Washington, Olive, McPherson, etc., and then it 
can be said, **‘West St. Louis has a poulevard.”

He has served in 
the House of Delegates, and was a conscientious 
member of the Council. Heisa lawyer by pro- 
fession, but oecasioualiy appears before the pub- 
licasan author of humorous paragraphs and 
comic poetry. He was identified with the late 
Hornet as a valued and voluminous contributor. 

W. H. Stone,they mostly always call him “Bill,” 
is also credited with aspirations to fillthe execu- 
tive chair. Mr. Stone is the wealthy proprietor 
of extensive bolt and nut works at Second and 
Biddle streets. He served one terin in Congress 
from the old Third District, and was a useful and 
popular member. He has always taken a keen 
juterest in the affairs of his party. He was hauled 
trom his retiracy last spring to go into the Coun- 
cil, and has been conspicuous ever since asthe 
leader of the Solid Seven. 

Samuel Kennard, wie showed such remarkablé 
executive ability in foreing the Exposition 
Association to success, has been mentioned 
ever since by the business community as a suit- 
able man for Mayor. (tis doubtful whether Mr.

Rk. M. Parks, an old Democrat, prominent in the 
councils of his party for twenty-five years, and 
who came near defeating Overstoiz for renomina- 
tion two years ago, is againin the field, and is 
really a dangerous candidate. There is a behef 
that had Mr. Parks been nominated instead of 
Overstoiz that the Mayor’s office would not Pave 
been lost to the Democratic party.

Mayor Ewing will posi- 
tively not be a candidate for re-election, as he 1s 
impatiently awaiting the expiration of his term of 
office, that he may go to Indiana and take posses- 
sion of his lordly estate of a thousand acres.
